Germany is now a unit and has been 
increasing in Solidarity from tile first 
shot.

dominated 
the nation at all. The south German 
states have shown no jealously of 
the powerful northern nucleus of the 
Empire. 
The Prussian regiments, in 
fact, have not been the prize of the 
war. 
Catholic B avaria has been the 
staunchest supporter of the protest­ 
ant ITohenzollern. 


greater shock to the Germans last 
year than the way in which teir Kul­ 
tur was everywhere 
derided. 
I he 
comments passed upon Germany for 
her strong belief in her own destiny, 
as represented by her K ultur caused 
more resentm ent than anything else 
that happened in the early days of 
the war. 
The Germany indignation 
a t last changed to contempt as the 
idea grew that the world laughed at 
Teutonic K ultur because the 
world 
had been left so fa r behind by Ger­ 
man progress as to be unable to un­ 
derstand the German point of view. 
This opinion has grown as Ger­ 
many has shown her ability to thrive 
on misfortunes, 
and 
to 
rise 
to 
heights of 
attainm ent 
capable 
of 
meeting every new task imposed up­ 
on the nation. 
Each new victory on 
the battlefield and in departments of 
internal organization has been re­ 
garded as one more proof that the 
Germans really are the world’s su- 
l>er-nieu. 
German Kultur 
is 
now 
firmly believed to have conquered all 
opposition and to have established 
its 
pre-eminence 
among 
adverse 
conditions such as never before have 
had to he encountered by the aspira­ 
tions of any nation in all history. 
Germany has shown no spirit in 
the past year of revolt against her 
form of government. Democracy and 
absolution have been in combination 
against the German system 
of 
a 
mixture of the two. The result is de­ 
clared by Germans to be such as to 
increase the faith of the Teutonic 
Empire in its governmental metods. 
There probably will be more equable 
division of 
electrical 
districts 
in 
Germany as the result of the war, 
and political parties may have their 
representation in the Reichstag seri­ 
ously altered, but Germany is not 
going to duplicate the British brand 
of democracy. 
The German people believe they 
owe their existence as a nation to 
the unprecedented capacity for or­ 
ganization and discipline they have 
developed during the past year. I he 
feeling has developed that British de 
mocracy is incapable of reaching to 
the heights 
attained by 
Germany, 
and if the Germans had been gover­ 
ned according to the British system 
they would now’ be crushed and at 
the mercy of their foes. 
The world 
said during the early days of the 
w ar that 
Germany 
would 
emerge 
from the conflict democratized. 
The 
Germans 
are now laughing at that 
prediction. 
They declare the 
pro­ 
phesy must be read backward, and 
democracy will have to Germanize 
itself if it is to keep pace with Ger­ 
many’s progress in the future. 
Another early prophesy of Ger­ 
many’s enemies which is now being 
recalled with mirth was the one pro­ 
fessing to see the certainty of a Ger­ 
man revolution before the war had 
gone very long. As a matter of fact 


AS SEEN IN ENGLAND.

London, July 26— England’s great­ 
est victory in this year-old war was 
won before the war started. 
Forty or fifty years from now— 
the Germans willing—when the B rit­ 
ish desire to honor heroes of the 
Great War, they doubtless will erect 
im[>osmg statues to Sir John French, 
Sir Douglas Haig, Sir Ian Hamilton, 
Sir John Jellicoe, Sir Frederick Stur- 
dee and Admiral John de Robeck. 
They may include Lord Kitchener, al­ 
though if a popular vote were taken 
at the present time, it is 
hardly 
likely the verdict in Kitchener’s fav­ 
or would be unanimous. 
But if the English nation should 
fail to recognize in tis 
distribution 
of awards a certain blond, blue-eyed 
young statesm an of dandified mien 
and lisping voice, who by the lor- 
tunes of politics happened to be the 
First Lord of the Admiralty in the 
summer of 1914, it will dem onstrate 
that other forms of government be­ 
sides republic are ungrateful. 
“Britauia rules the waves” today 
because of 
inston C hurchill. 
To 
his foresight, imagination and nerve 
is due the fact that when the W ar 
Lord threw’ down his gauntlet, the 
British fleet was ready. 
England’s 
command of the seas was assured 
before Kaiser Wilhelm began scat­ 
tering war declarations through the 
chancelleries of Europe. 
Perhaps Churchill knew’. Anyhow, 
most of his colleagues in the Cabinet 
didn’t believe him. 
He acted in spite 
of them. 
His resignation law on the 
table, to be taken up if events should 
prove thut he was wrong. 
Early in July the Grand F leet had 
assembled off the south coast 
of 
England for its annual play at war. 
The maneuvers followed their usual 
coarse and under all the rules, the 
fleet should have been scattered a 
week before July 28, the day Aus­ 
tria declared war 
against 
Serbia. 
The next day—three 
days before 
Germany declared war against Rus­ 
sia, five days before she declared 


millions of dollars w’orth of arms 
and ammunition for both her Allies 
and herself across the Atlantic. Ger­ 
many’s war of attrition, conducted 
by means of submarines, can never 
overcome these results. 
And it is 
not detracting from the praise due 
upon the land. There can be no ques­ 
tion of her services upon the water. 
Her losses have been heavy both in 
ships and 
men, 
hut not 
in com­ 
mensurate with the advantages gain­ 
ed for her Allies as well as herself 
Admiral Sturdee and his men for 
their 
wonderful 
work in 
hunting 
down and defeating von Spee off the 
Falkland Islands to say that it was 
Churchill who made the feat possible. 
There has 
been a good 
deal of 
criticism of the British navy because 
early in the war it failed to catch 
the German E ast Coast Raiders, and 
in more recent months adequately to 
protect merchant 
shipping against 
submarine attacks. But it should he 
home in mind that the one big job of 
the Admiralty is to see that the 
Grand Fleet is kept intact and ready 
to meet the German fleet when it 
comes out in a body—if it ever does. 
The year did not pass wit bout its 
Admiralty scandal—an ugly blot on 
an otherwise creditable page. 
In a 
pique Admiral Lord Fisher desert­ 
ed his jKist as F’irst Sea Lord. Rat li­ 
er than disrupt the navy as lie tear­ 
ed, Churchill agreed to step out. The 
Prime Minister picked 
Balfour as 
his successor J hut Fisher didnt like 
Balfour 
any 
more 
than he 
did 
Churchill and refused to serve hun. 
What Asquith had been willing to 
overlook as 
temperament, he could 
npt forgive when it became insubor­ 
dination. 
So Fisher was replaced by 
Admiral Sir Henry Jackson. 
Churchill, the man 
who defeated 
the German fleet before it could Ii11 
anchor is still in the Cabinet. 
The 
nation couldn’t afford to lose a man 
of his ginger. 
His job is “Chancel­ 
lor of the Duchy 
of 
Lancaster,” 
which has to do with the collection of 
Tents or something, of that sort—hut 
only for the moment.

week before F^ngland officially enter­ 
ed the fray, Churchill converted the 
prolonged maneuvers into the real 
thing. 
On the 
night of 
July 29, 
there was flashed through newspaper

under 
sealed 
orders.” 
Where it went, the 
writer 
didn’t 
know’ then, he doesn’t know now 
and if he did, he wouldn’t dare tell. 
It isn’t necessary to know.

sults are sufficient. 
The main fleet 
kept together, with superior force 
ready to meet the Germans should 
they come out without previoulsy no­ 
tifying Great Britain of their inten­ 
tion, with scouts thrown out toward 
the German coast to watch for them, 
and patrols to guard the coast of 
England.

England’s assistance to the Allies 
by remaining “mistress of the seas.” 
Beside bottling up the German.Grand 
Fleet— the one outstanding achieve 
ment of the entire 
war—England 
speedily swept tile German mercantile 
marine from the oceans, destroyed 
Von Spee’s roving squadron, put out 
of business the German commerce 
raiders and provided safe convoy 
not only to her own troops and their 
supplies across the channel, but to

Helen Keller, whose first appear- 


ance in Knsh County is announced 
for the evening of August 3d at the 
chautauqua, 
was 
speaking 
some 


time ago about the manual alpha- 
bet by means of which her friends 
"talk" to her, and which is a mys- 
tery to the 
average 
person who 


sees her in conversation. 


"One reads or talks to me spells 


with his hands, 
using the single 


baud manuel alphabet generally em- 
ployed by the deaf. 1 place my hand 
on the hand of the speaker so light- 
ly as not to impede its movements. 
The position of the hand is as easy 
to feel as it is to see. 1 do not feel 
each letter any more than you see 
each letter separately 
when you 


read. 
Constant practice makes the 


lingers very flexible and some of my 
friends spell rapidly—about as fast 
as an expert writes on a typewriter. 
Their mere spelling is, of course, no 
more a conscious act than it is in 
writing." 


This method of transmitting ideas 


was used by Miss Keller before she 
acquired the power of speech, and 
even as a little girl she used it to 
apologize to her pet dog lor stumb- 
ling over him. Totally .blind 
as 


Helen was, she could not avoid an 
occasional 
tripping over the dog, 


and whenever this 
occurred 
she 


would drop instantly to her knees 
and rapidly spell out on the dog's 
paw, ".Excuse me, please." 


The charm of Helen Keller lies 


not so much in what she does as in 
the manner of doing it.

speaking in public 
she 
seems to 


really look, at her audience with her 
sightless eyes and seems to hear 
their sighs of wonder and admira- 
tion as - she tells them her joyoas 
story of rebirth and uplift into a 
world of form andcolorof sight anil 
sound.

When the Germans look back to 


last August and recall the tireats 
that then'were being made against 
them, and the penalties that were 
imposed by England, 
France and 


Prussia in advance of the .trial by 
battle, the nation laughs. 
The 


world didn't understand Germany 
last summer. 
It is beginning to 


learn now that the liohenzollern 
Empire has progressed 
during the 


years since the Franco-Prussian 
was in ways unsuspected by the rest 
of mankind. There is nothing in the 
.German of today that wasn't .put 
there by the discipline and study 
that the world knows under the name 
of Teutonic Kultur. 


The increasing respect paid 
to 


German Kultur is not one of the 
least victories the Germans declare 
-they have won for themselves during 
the past year. Nothing came as * 
greater shock to the Germans last 
year than the way in which teir Kul- 
tur was everywhere derided. 
The 


comments passed upon Germany for 
her strong belief in her own destiny, 
as represented by her Kultur caused 
more resentment than anything else 
that happened in the early days of 
the war. The Germany indignation 
at last changed to contempt as the 
idea grew that the world laughed al 
Teutonic Kultur because the world 
had been left so far behind by Ger- 
man progress as to be unable to un- 
derstand the German point of view 


This opinion has grown as Ger- 


many has shown her ability to thrive 
on misfortunes, 
and to rise to 


heights of attainment capable of 
meeting every new task, imposed up- 
on the nation. Each new victory on 
the battlefield and in departments o 
internal organization has been re- 
garded as one more proof that the 
Germans really are the world's su- 
per-men. German Kultur is now 
firmly believed to have conquered al 
opposition and to have established 
its pre-eminence among 
adverse 


conditions such as never before hat 
had to4>e encountered by the aspira 
tions of any nation in all history. 


Germany has shown no spirit in 


the past year of revolt against her 
form of government. Democracy and 
absolution have been in combination 
against the German system of 
i 


mixture of the two; The result is de 
dared by Germans to be such as t« 
increase the faith of the Teutonic 
Empire, in its governmental metods 
There probably wfll be more equabl 
division of electrical districts in 
Germany as the result of the war 
and political parties may have their 
representation in the Reichstag seri- 
ously altered, but Germany is not 
going to duplicate the British brand 
of democracy. 


The German people believe they 


owe their existence as a nation to 
the unprecedented capacity for or- 
ganization and discipline they have 
developed during the past year. The 
feeling has developed that British de 
mocracy is incapable of reaching to 
the heights attained by Germany, 
^and if the Germans had been gover- 
ned according to the British system 
they would now be crushed and at 
the mercy of their foes. The world 
said during the «arly days of the 
war that Germany would emerge 
from the conflict democratized. The 
Germans are now laughing at that 
-prediction. They declare the pro- 


r phesy must be read backward, and 


democracy will .have. to Germanize 
itself if it is to keep pace with Ger* 
many's progress in the future. 


Another early prophesy of Ger- 


many's enemies which, is now being 
recalled with mirth was the one pro- 
fessing to see the certainty of -a Ger- 
-man revolution before the,war had 


very long. As a matter, of Jaet 


he Franco-Prussian war did not 
solidify the people of the Empire as 
much as this conflict has done. All 
Germany is now a unit and has been 
ncreasing in solidarity from the first 
shot. Prussia has not dominated 
he nation at all. The south German 
jtates have shown no. jealously of 
the powerful northern nucleus of the 
Smpire. The Prussian regiments, in 
'act, have not been the prize of the 
war. Catholic Bavaria has been the 
itaunchest supporter of the protest- 
ant Hohenzollera. .

London, July 2ft—England's great- 


est victory in this year-old war was 
won before the war started.

tunes of politics happened to be the 
First Lord of the Admiralty in the 
summer of 1914, it will demonstrate 
that other forms of government be- 
sides republic are ungrateful.'"

his foresight, imagination and .nerve 
is due the fact that when the War 
Lord threw down his gauntlet, the 
British fleet .was ready.. England's

and ammunition for both her Allies 
and herself across the Atlantic. Ger- 
many's war of attrition, conducted 
by means of submarines, can never 
overcome these results. And-it is 
not detracting from the praise due 
upon the land. There can be no ques- 
tion of her sendees upon the water. 
Her losses have been heavy both- in 
ships and' men, • but not 
in com- 


mensurate with the advantages gain- 
ed for her Allies as well as herself

days before 


Germany declared war against Rus- 
sia, five days before she declared 
war against France, and nearly a 
week before England officially enter- 
ed the fray, Churchill converted the 
prolonged maneuvers into the- real 
;hing. On the 
night of July 29, 


;here was flashed through newspaper 
offices of London the brief announce- 
ment, "The British fleet has left 
Portland under sealed 
orders." 


Where it went, the writer didn't 
know then, he doesn't know now— 
and if he did, he wouldn't dare tell. 
It isn't necessary to know. The re- 
sults are sufficient. The main fleet 
kept together, with superior force 
ready to meet the Germans should 
they come out .without previoulsy no- 
tifying Great Britain of their inten- 
tion, with scouts .thrown' out'toward 
the German coast to watch for them, 
and patrols to guard the coast of 
England. 


There may be some doubt about 


England's assistance to the Allies! 
by remaining "mistress of the seas." 
Beside bottling up the German.Grand 
Fleet—the one outstanding achieve-

criticism of the British navy because 
early in the war it failed to catch 
the German East Coast Raiders, and 
in more recent months adequately to 
protect merchant 
shipping against 


submarine attacks. But it should be 
borne in mind that the one big job- of 
the Admiralty is to see that the 
Grand Fleet is kept intact and ready 
to meet the German fleet when it 
comes out in a body—if it ever does.
